RUNESTONE RESULTS. Results of the Runestone Poll 
(of North American zines and GMs) have appeared. 
The top ten zines are EUROPA EXPRESS, DIPLOMACY 
BY MOONLIGHT, SNAFU! , JUST AMONG FRIENDS, 
APPALLING GREED, SLEEPLESS KNIGHTS, THE 
PRINCE, VOICE OF DOOM, DOGS OF WAR, and 
ENVOY. LSD dropped from 9th last year to 24th, 
which reflects the reduction in size and frequency 
of publication since last year. Only one zine from 
last year's top ten made it to this year's top ten: 
Gary Coughlan's EE. The top ten GMs for this 
year are Doug Beyerlein, John Daly, Bob Osuch, 
Dave Carter , Andy Lischett, Jim Meinel, Mark Larze- 
lere, Steve Heinowski, Gary Coughlan, and Ron Brown 
of Canada. I came in at 22nd, but 1 don't remember 
how 1 did last year, so I can't give you a comparison 
right now, but that probably represented a drop from 
the previous poll. In the two polls 57 zines and 57 
GMs received votes.
